The bureau of 
tours of (tie Automobile Club of Amer- 
ica suffKests a tour of Capo Cod that 
will prive excellent roads, a cool and 
Invigorntins 
climate 
and splendid 


places to stay overnight or to enjoy a 
luncheon. The oiri towns are steeped 
in memories of the firat days of Ameri- 
can history. 


The tours outlined will give tho mo- 


torist a fine appreciation of the cape; 
il is some 270 miles long and can be 
made in two dnyn. hut a longer time 
should he spent there if the motorist 
wishes fully to enjoy 
the trip. The 


very 7tames of the towns have a roman- 
tic flavor, and such names as Conasset, 
Scituatc, Manornet. Ootult, Hinsham 
and Wnqnoli tempt the traveler to fur- 
ther Investigation.

Cape Cod bay. Ono of tho most inter- 
esting places In riymouth Is'. Pilgrim 
hall, which contains many Interesting 
relics of the Pilgrim Fathers nnd paint- 
ings Illustriuins their early activities. 


In tho old burial ground are the^ graves 
of many of the tirst settlers. Plymouth 
Rock should be visited. The date. 1020, 
is carved jOn the stone in .commemqra-' 
tlon of the landing of the Pilgrims. 


From 
Plymouth pass on through 


Jlanomet. Elllsvtlle, Sagamore, 
Sand- 


wich, 
West 
Barnstable, Tiarnstable 


Cummaquid and Yarmouth to Dennis 
which Is beautifully situated near some 
high bluffs overlooking Capo Cod hay. 
From Dennis, still followins the North 
shore, run through Brewster and Eaac 
Brewster to Orleans.

are indoors, where no si ray hrei-ze 
can ever find its way. and the hard con- 
crete of the etreots and courtyards 
radiates heat in shimmering clouds. It 
is no uncommon matter at nil to pick 
one's* way alr.ng some human laden 
street In the Hums and see the heat rls- 
hn: In waves from the scorching pave- 
ment. 


Another effect of tho hot weather Is 


that it greatly Increases lawlessness. 
llc:it waves and crime waves seem to 
be coincident. 
In New York city, for 


.instance, all of'the worst public dis- 


turbances 
have 
occurred 
in 
July, 


starting with tho first abolition riots 
In 1.S36 and Including thu great draft 
'riots of lSf.3, tho gang lights of- 1BD7, 


the Orange riots and many of the vari- 
ous union demonstrations up to the 
present time. 
There really seems, at 


ttrst thought, no reason why the two 
.should bo coupled. Th'o degrct; of ca- 
loric, as indicated by the innocent look- 
ing thermometer, set;ms to have noth- 
ing to do with the domination of man 
over his moral nature. 
To suppose 


that man Is influenced' to crime by the 
mere fact that the weather is 20 de- 
grees higher than would be really com- 
fortable Is to suppose him a poor crea- 
ture, indeed, but that is tho f-'ict- 


No ordinary man can be expected to 


see his wife and children sleeping on 
th« stones of the sidewalks or the bare 
roofs of the tenement houses and pre- 
serve his amiablHy. His irritation at 
their and his own physical discomfort 
IH likely to assume a spirit of resent- 
ment against those who are more for- 
tunate.

Aside from this question of crime as 


caused directly by the heat of summe.r 
in a groat city, there Is a direct loss to 
the community from the heat that is 
not easily figured up, but which ia_very 


greau Men cannot work in summer as 
they do in winiur, and business ia In- 
terrupted to a greater extent tlian is 
generally realized. 
Few persons ap- 


preciate how slight a cause mny In- 
crease tlm friction of the great ma- 
chine wo call commerce and 
how 


greatly that friction may delay its 
working 
A sick horsei a euro, struck 


laborer, an 
overworked and wilted 


messenger, a lazy clerk or any other 
one of the direct results of hot weather 
may interfere with an enterprise of 
great Importance, and such things' do 
every summer, and especially every hot 
day . in summer, delay operations to 
such an extent that they are counted 
on as regular incidents of business.

When they cannot afford a horse or a 


burro, as is nearly always the case, 
they ride on top of1 the transport 
trains. 
Each family must watch Its 


live stock, for if it strays away It never 
returns. 
There are too many hungry 


men in Mexico. 


The insides of these trains are erven 


-iver to the horses, and when a stop is 
made for the day the animals are 
taken out and staked together in tho 
open. It Is at this hour that the Mexi- 
can housewife comes into her own. The 
goats or sheep are killed and a small 
charcoal fire is built alongside or on, 
the dirt floor of the cur. Here tho 
evening: meal of tortillos and broiled 
meat Js prepared arid eaten with a rel- 
ish despite the frightfully insanitary 
condition of the surroundings. 


Dishonest as the Hexican peon Is re-- 


gardlng articles of value, there seems 
to be a very finely drawn code of honor 
governing the purloining of food. It is 
very seldom indeed'that one soldier de- 
liberately steals -food from another. Of 
course if it happens to be four footed 
food and strays his way it becomes 
another matter and he takes it with- 
out a qualm of conscience. 


The reason for all this carrying and- 


preparing of food lies in the fact tbat 
the government supplies transportation 
for wives-ami'children, but makes no 
commissary 
allowance 
for 
them. 


Therefore they must rustle up their 
own food or starve; A great deal of 
foraging Is done by the half, grown chil- 
dren. 
Some bring fruit, some vege- 


tables, some lucky enough to steal "a 
chicken, while once in awhile ona leads 
In a sheep whose owner was not look- 
ing. 


The life of these war. children Is ro- 


mantic. 
They receive a thorough 


training in self help 'and also grow 
adept in the art of seizing deftly all 
the things they need. Those war chil- 
dren will turn up again some day at 
the head of roaming brigand bauds and 
make more trouble. 


The women greot the Ilttlo marau- 


ders with a varying- measure of ap- 
prox'al and set about to prepare tho 
evening rrieal. When every one Is fed 
tho hunt begins for a placo to sleep, 
freo from, dampness and mosquitoes. 
The men are left at their posts; wo- 
man and children trek to .some roadway 
In the distance, or to a railroad station. 
Asphalt platforms aro favored, and 
heavily guarded stations constitute a 
safer place. '•

During1 his recent ructions ho broke 


one of the chains which have held him 
for the past two years and incidentally 
chipped about fifteen inches off his 
only remaining tusk. 3n order to bring 
him around T human and Richardsj .bis 
•keepers, lassoed the huge animal and 
stretched him across his cage, one foot 
tied securely to each side. 


It only took one day of this sort of 


treatment to make him behave per- 
fectly, and new chains were .procured 
•~and the task of pullins them on was 
begun at once. 
, The substitution of tho new chains 
for the old might easily havo proved 
a more hazardous task 'than that of 
the day before; when the keepers cap- 
. lured'him after the chain on his front 
leg had dropped oft and he had been 
. practically at liberty in his cage for 
three days. Dr. Hornaday was not at 
all certain that the-/'stretching" would 
prove to havo taught Gunda submis- 
sion. 
It was possible tbat it might 


havo served only tot make him re- 
vengeful. 


The keepers began_by easing up on 


the rope anfl chain that hula his right 
front leg. 
Then Thuman, holding in

Onco before, years ago, under similar 
circumstances, when on Miller moun- 
tain, the song of a wood-thrush gent- 
ly broke the quiet of a summer twi- 
light and a party of care-free youths 
and maidens became serious for 
15 


minutes at least and were worship- 
pers at the shrine of tho sweetest song 
bird of pur woods. "Whether or not I 
then experienced other than apprecia- 
tion of tho simple sweetness of this 
bird's song I cannot recall; but heard 
tho other day upon the Uncanoonuc, 
it seemed as though tho song was not 
for me, but a hymn of: praise to one 
greater than man, Man doas not pro- 
duce such • purity of tone, such ex- 
quisite cadences, Kiich marvelous mo- 
tives of "unpremeditated art!" All tho 
way homo through the darkness and 
tho onward rush of tho car I heard 
tho song of tho thrush. This evening 
—this very hour, 1 believe ho is sing- 
ing upon the Uncanoonuc 
Trolley from Loivcll 


The trolley ride 
from Lowell to 


Goffstown and the mountain top is 
familiar enough to many Lowell peo- 
ple; but there-are so many who haven't 
taken It, there is no harm In urging 
tho unusual attraction it offers. 
To 


make this trip It will pleaso the con- 
verted pilgrim to know that ho doesn't 
have to enter Nashua, nor does he 
more than change cars In Manches- 
ter. 
Ho will find that tho ride from 


Lowell to Hudson-hy-the-Rlver Is 
beautiful one whichever lino ho pa-

lie will find tho ride 


from Manchester to tho point in Goffs 
town where he takes the car for the 
Mountain a pleasant one; but he will 
vote that the ride to the "base" of tho 
mountain has proved tho most enjoy- 
able of any. It Is then one is gradual- 
ly climbing.and tho outlook keeps ex- 
panding; but after awhile the car en- 
ters a thickly-wooded section and In 
a few minutes the "base" of the moun- 
tain Is reached.'

Man Disappeared 15 Years Ago 


—Identity Fixed by Rifle, Ring 
and Watch—Suspect Foul Play

of IB years has been cleared up by the 
finding by a. crow of bark peelers In a 
thicket not far from the village ot 
Argyle of the remains Identified yester- 
day as those of Frank Richardson of 
HowlMid, who disappeared on March 1, 
1SS9, while on a hunting trip.

LIEGE OCCUPIED BY GERMANS 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 10, via London.—The newspaper LeSoir gives the following de- 


tails of the German occupation of Liege: 


"The Germans on seeing spaces between the forts open before them entered in small 


. groups on Thursday evening. 
Among those who entered were General Von Eminich, 


commander of the Tenth army corps, and his staff. 
At the citadel, which was the bar- 


racks, the governor and burgomaster of Liege were informed that unless the town and forts 
surrendered, the Germans would bombard the town and raze it completely. On orders 
from his government the governor then left the town.

.uncheon. The old towns are steeped 
,n memories of the first days of Ameri- 
can history. 


Tho tours outlined will give the mo- 


torist a fine appreciation of the caps; 
it Is some 270 miles long and can be 
made In two days, but a. longer time 
should be spent there If the motorist 
wishes fully to enjoy tho trip. The 
very names of the towns have a roman- 
tic flavor, and such names as Cohasset, 
Scltuatc, Manomet, Cotuit, Hingham 
and ."\Vaquolt tempt the traveler to fur- 
ther Investigation. 


Leaving Boston, the road Iead3 south 
through Milton, Lower Mills, and East 
Milton, to Qulncy. Here the 
roads 


branch and there is a good road by-way 
ot Hanover 
to Plymouth, 
running 


through an attractive back country. 
Tho preferable road from Qulncy H 
near tho shore, and goes to Hingham.
